—There is 
a class of sharp negroes in thiscity who 
manage tomake aliving. by cheating 
their colored brethren on every opportu- 
nity. They live well, wear fine clothes 
and never work. One dodge they have 
ia that of the professioual bondsinan, 
which a case that occurred yesterday 
will illustrate: A negro named Joho 
White, who has a brother in jail await- 
ing trial, approached George Dixon, a 
colored gentleman, who was standing 
outside of the criminal court room. He 
asked for Judge Hunter, as he wanted 
him to release his brother. Dixon said 
the judge was away, and hearing the 
negro’s tale, very generously offered to 
go on a bond for the darkey in jail, pro- 
viding his brother would give some se- 
curity. White gave him his watch and 
two dollars and a half, when Dixon de- 
parted to get the papers fixed up, but 
failed to return. The swindled negro 
told an officer of his misfortune, and last 
evening Dixon was arrested and ecom- 
mitted fortrial.

The article of Old Memphian” 
in your columns of yesterday requires a 
ing notice from me, so far as it 
yuches upon hospital matters. In 
making the estimate of the expense of 
the hospital for the last three months, 
the committee of aldermento whom it 
was referred put it at 313,114 £0). ora 
monthly average of $4371 12, in city 
scrip. During that time there was about 
$3000 improvement in the shape of 
fencing put on the hospital property, (an 
item of considefable importance, which 
is unjustly included in the committee’s 
estimate,) and whilst (hat amount is un- 
justly included, they fail to give the hos- 
pital credit for $782, Unite States cur- 
rency, paid by the. surveyor of customs 
to the city treasury for marine patients 
kept in hospital during the time esti- 
mated for. It must be borne in mind 
that this estimate is not for dollars and 
cents, but for city scrip. Seven hundred 
and eighty- -two dollars in currency is 
equivalent to $1303 33 in city scrip at 
sixty cents. This added to the $3000 for 
inclosing the hospital, gives $4303 33 to 
be subtracted from $13,114 50, leavin 
$8811 17 in city serip as the actual hospi- 
tal expense for the three last months. 
Now at an average of seventy-five 
patients per day (which will fal! consid- 
erably lower than we generally nave in 
hospital) the expense would be $1 26 per
